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Wind turbine application withdrawn 
following more than 200 objections 


PLANS for a contentious wind turbine 
at Highlands Farm in Hemyock have 
been withdrawn by the applicant. 

More than 200 residents lodged ob¬ 
jections to the plans for the largest 
wind turbine on the Blackdown Hills 
and Neil Parish, MP for Tiverton and 
Honiton, wrote to Mid Devon District 
Council to object. 

Objectors argued that the 34.2 metre 


wind turbine would disrupt the beau¬ 
tiful countryside in the surrounding 
area. The turbine would have been not 
only been seen from Hemyock but 
from Simonsburrow, Rosemary Lane 
and from the Ridgeway up to four- 
miles away. 

The council received around 220 let¬ 
ters from the public and just four of 
them where in favour of the wind tur¬ 


bine. The remainder registered objec¬ 
tions on the grounds of its height, 
noise and intrusiveness in an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

In his letter Mr Parish said: "This 
wind turbine runs counter to the 
Devon Structure Plan" and that the 
government intends to "reduce the 
subsidy for on-land turbines due to 
concern about the number of turbines 


and how intrusive they are into the 
countryside". 

Mr Tonks, the applicant's agent, 
wrote to Mid Devon District Council 
to withdraw the application specifi¬ 
cally referring to the role played by the 
AONB and Hemyock Parish Council 
as being main factors in the decision 
to withdraw.

Sharing memories from the role of 
Dunkeswell Airfield in World War II 


PEOPLE in the Blackdown Hills are 
being invited to get involved with a new 
online video project telling the remarkable 
stories of Dunkeswell Airfield and its role 
in World War II. 

The project is being run by the Black- 
down Hills Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty Partnership, and has been made 
possible thanks to a grant of £39,600 from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF), together 
with funding from Devon County Council 
and Dunkeswell Parish Council.

Dream Machine producer Dr Phil Hall, 
who is working with local volunteers in¬ 
cluding school children and history 
groups, to tell the stories for a new audi¬ 
ence, says he has rarely encountered such 
rich and varied experiences. 

“Many of the people we are speaking to 
were themselves children during the war, 


and share our passion for ensuring that fu¬ 
ture generations understand the contribu¬ 
tion that Dunkeswell played 70 years 
ago”. 

Commenting on HLF's support for the 
project, acting Head of South West, 
Richard Bellamy, said: "Dunkeswell 
played a key role in the defence of 
wartime Britain, as a base for both RAF 
and US airmen. Seventy years on, we 
were very pleased to be able to help with 
this project, which will ensure that the sto¬ 
ries of both the service personnel based in 
the area and the existing local community 
of the period can be captured for the fu¬ 
ture and appreciated by generations to 


It is planned that the information col¬ 
lected through the project will be avail¬ 
able for free, and in formats compatible 
with personal computers, i-pads, and 
smart phones, making it accessible to a 
wide and varied audience. 

The team are looking to capture the 
memories of anyone who lived or worked 
around the airfield during or shortly after 
the war, and they are particularly inter¬ 
ested in old photographs or other records 
that can help illuminate the story.

Blackdown and East Devon 
Woodland Association 
with John Greenshields 


A NEW survey by the Forestry Commission shows that the 
west country has 11 per cent woodland cover - that is 45,000 
ha, but the UK is still way behind most of Europe. 

The survey is part of the national forest inventory 2009 - 2012 
, 32 per cent of that woodland is made up of woods that are less 
than 10 ha. That’s 14,400 ha of small woodlands, most in under 
management - sorry about all these facts, but it highlights the 
need to plant more woodland. 

I am writing this in the middle of October and its still raining, 
please spare a thought for the farmers, with a reduced amount 
feed at a higher price, and no seed in, it looks pretty grim. 

We also have problems in the woodland, with the felling sea¬ 
son some way through we are way behind, and low in wood fuel 
stocks. Planting trees is also difficult in theses conditions, get¬ 
ting men and machinery onto the land. 

Timber extraction in normal conditions is hard enough, but 
having machinery stuck or sliding around is dangerous, and bad 
news for the flora and fauna. We have sites that probably will 
not now be done this season. This will mean a shortage of 
British timber on the market. 

There is now a ban on importing ash trees from aboard. I have 
no idea why we needed to import ash trees in the first place (per¬ 
haps someone could tell me). The fungus that causes “Ash Die 
Back” has wiped out 90 per cent of the ash trees in Denmark in 
seven years and is becoming widespread in Europe. This I am 
very afraid could be the new Dutch Elm Disease, for those who 
remember it changed our country side. 

It’s not all doom and gloom, I met a guy a few days ago keen 
to plant a few acres of woodland, while I was there his neigh¬ 
bour came over, and after a chat said “whatever you plant I will 
match”. 

After that I went to the Woodland Trust and they said they 
would fund 70 per cent of the total costs of creating the wood¬ 
lands—result or what ! 

There is a saying that goes: “It takes 300 years for an oak tree 
to grow, 300 years to live, and 300 years to die”

A hidden and historic gem 
emerges from undergrowth

WORKERS on a dis¬ 
used farm near the 
Wellington Monument 
have discoverecd a hid¬ 
den gem. 

It is a small farm¬ 
house which was al¬ 
most hidden on the 
edge of scrub and 
woodland. The rare 
type of farmhouse 
called a lobby entrance 
farmhouse, and, be¬ 
cause of its size, is al¬ 
most unique in Devon. 
Built of stone, cob and 
thatch in the 1600’s the 
house had been occu¬ 
pied for over 400 years. 

Inside the lobby en¬ 
trance door there is a 
double size chimney 
that takes up a third of 
the internal space. 
There are back-to-back 
inglenook fireplaces; 


one with a bread oven, 
and cross oak beams 
supporting the two up¬ 
stairs rooms over the 
kitchen and parlour. 
There is a stone built 
privy and a similar 
small bam. An attached 
shed served as the dairy 
and there is a 19th cen¬ 
tury lean-to storeroom. 

This extraordinarily 
important find came 
about when the current 
owners took on the land 
and associated woods 
three years ago to ex¬ 
tend their grazing. 

Sold at auction the 
land had been allowed 
to deteriorate. After 
clearing the ditches and 
opening the land drains, 
as well as trimming the 
ragged hedges, remov¬ 
ing fallen trees and 


fencing the road, atten¬ 
tion turned to the small 
group of buildings 
under rusting corru¬ 
gated iron and en¬ 
croaching ivy. 

Clearing out debris 
from the part collapsed 
thatch, the original pre¬ 
viously well-hidden 
structure became obvi¬ 
ous. An archaeological 
survey led to English 
Heritage making it a 
Grade II Listed Build¬ 
ing of local and national 
historical importance, 
placing a duty of care 
on the owners and the 
local authority. 

A specialist conserva¬ 
tion architect has been 
working with conserva¬ 
tionists and planners to 
find the best economic

Will badger cull now be abandoned? 


A FRIEND who farms near 
Broadwindsor rang a few 
days ago to tell me that his 
flock of sheep had come under 
siege from an animal or animals. 

Over a period of four nights a 
sheep had been killed, one each 
night, and in each case the rear end 
of the animal had been eaten out. 

Was it the work, he wondered of 
a dog or dogs or could the culprit 
possibly be a big cat? 

No prints could be found as the 
sheep were attacked in a grass 
field. It is, perhaps, significant that 
one sheep was hit each night. Had 
several sheep been mauled and in¬ 
jured or killed in one attack I 
would suggest that dogs were to 
blame, but it strikes me as very un¬ 
likely that a dog would return 
night after night to kill one sheep 
on each occasion. 

It occurs me that this could well 
have been the work of a big cat. 
We know that there is more than 
one in the area and a single kill is 
typical of a puma or leopard type 
animal. 

However, it is also likely that the 
carcases may have been later scav¬ 
enged by badgers or foxes. A big 
cat will usually kill either by bit¬ 
ing the nape of its victim’s neck, 


crushing the vertebrae, or else 
holding the throat to suffocate the 
animal. In the latter case bite 
marks may not be obvious unless 
the throat is skinned and then 
puncture marks about 1.5 to 2in 
wide may be found. 

Cats will also discard intestines 
but instead eat out the meat under 
the rump, and consume the liver, 
kidneys and heart. The amount 
consumed in one sitting may be 
101b of meat and upwards. 

Dog attacks are usually much 
wilder and more indiscriminate. 
Sheep may be bitten on the neck 
and stomach and the back legs 
ripped where the dog or dogs have 
tried to pull the animal down. If it 
is killed it is not usually eaten, but 
badgers and foxes will both scav¬ 
enge a carcase. This is the first 
case of sheep killing I have heard 
of in our area for some time. 

Several years ago I inspected 
several sheep which had been de¬ 
stroyed near Kilmington, but it 
was impossible to determine the 
killer, however, another sheep, a 
large, heavy ewe killed near 
Chardstock, exhibited all the signs 
of a big cat kill. The animal had 
been dragged 20 or so feet from 
where it was the kiledl, the neck 


was broken and the body eaten out 
in typical cat fashion, the ribs 
rasped clean by the cat’s rough 
tongue. 

Meanwhile, perhaps badgers will 
drop out of the news for a few 
months now that the cull, which 
was imminent has been cancelled 
until next year. The reasons of¬ 
fered, namely that there has been 
a massive unde-restimation of the 
badger population in the two des¬ 
ignated areas, Gloucester and 
West Somerset, plus the fact that 
the animals will shortly be going 
into hibernation, would appear to 
indicate a degree of incompetence 
on the part of Defra that is almost 
beyond belief. It has also, appar¬ 
ently, taken the police for ever to 
amend the Firearm Certificates of 
those undertaking the cull. 

My bet, for what it’s worth, is 
that reasons will be found next 
year to dismiss the proposed 
badger cull as impractical and, far 
more important, likely to result in 
an increase in bovine TB. How¬ 
ever, the fact remains that the 
badger population is far too high 
at the moment for its own good, 
though doubtless the badger hug- 
gers will again be out in force if 
the animals again appear under 


threat. Would they be quite so vo¬ 
ciferous, I wonder, if the TB car¬ 
riers had been rats? 

Meanwhile, I am very sorry to 
learn that David Walters, who for 
so long has produced the excellent 
twice monthly newsletter dealing 
with the birds and natural wildlife 
events of the Seaton marshes is in 
poor health and unable to continue 
with what has proved to be a fas¬ 
cinating and so useful docu- 
ment.Well illustrated with colour 
photos and up-to-the-minute re¬ 
ports of latest bird arrivals and 
sightings, the newsletters were ea¬ 
gerly awaited each month. How¬ 
ever, I realise that their production 
involved a great deal of dedicated 
work. Is there no one out there 
who could perhaps carry on 
David’s good work? 

If there is, perhaps they would 
like to get in touch with Ian Waite 
who is closely involved with the 
marshes and their bird life. Ian 
tells me that he has a bird-watch¬ 
ing trip from the Seaton tram on 
November 9 and there will be a 
single trip in December of the 28 th 
with Donald Campbell. Ian can be 
contacted at waite@relaxatsea- 
son.co.uk . 


D ORSET Wildlife Trust, an 
organisation which per¬ 
forms practical work to as¬ 
sist wildlife, has launched an 
appeal to help three areas under 
threat ... woodland, bumble-bees 
and the birds of Brownsea Island’s 
lagoon. 

Funding vital conservation work 
is becoming increasingly difficult 
in the current economic climate 
and the DWT hopes to raise 
£42,000 to assist these three proj¬ 
ects. Match funding is also avail¬ 
able and anyone donating can 
choose which project they would 
like their money spent on. 

The woodland conservation pro¬ 
gramme is intended to restore and 
create small woods, including wet 
woods. Plans include planting 
1,500 native trees near Weymouth, 
restoring seven wet woods across 
Dorset and protecting small woods 
in Purbeck. Bumble-bees are, we 
know, in serious decline and there 
are plans to restore and manage 
flower-rich grasslands in West 
Dorset which could mean the dif¬ 
ference between survival and ex¬ 
tinction for some bumble-bee 
species in the county 
Urgent improvement is needed 
to repair and maintain the bird 


nesting islands in Brownsea Island 
lagoon, while the pumps and 
sluices that control the water level, 
allowing birds to rest, feed and 
nest on this internationally impor¬ 
tant site require attention.

Moth enthusiasts may be inter¬ 
ested to learn that a rare seaside 
moth has been discovered on 
Brownsea Island nature reserve 
for the first time. Over 700 species 
of moth have been found on the is¬ 
land by moth trapping but the lat¬ 
est discovery, known only by its 
Latin name, Gymnancyla canella, 
thought to be extinct in Dorset was 
discovered on a rare plant, prickly 
sandwort, which provides food for 
the moth’s larvae and which now 
grows on the beaches at Brownsea 
Isand. 

I also understand that Dorset 
Wildlife Trust is seeking volun¬ 
teers to help monitor the plants 
and other wildlife of the seashore 
and would welcome anyone who 
would like to help.
